AUSTIN, Texas, Sept, 22.—A reso­ 
lution calling for the submission to 
the people of a proposition of calling 
a constitutional convention 
will 
be 
presented at 
the 
next 
legislature 
which meets in January. 
The reso­ 
lution will be 
brought 
before 
the 
house by Representatives 
Lee 
J. 
Rountree of Bryan and John E. Quaid 
of El Paso. This is not the first time 
the matter has come before the leg 
islature and Representative Rountree 
has asked the state librarian to fur­ 
nish him with copies of former reso­ 
lutions. 
A thorough search of th 
laws of Texas reveals that only two 
other resolutions have been presented 
to the Igeislature, the first in 1875 
and the other in 1919, was defeated 
in the 
November general election 
At the recent State democratic con­ 
vention a resolution calling for the 
injecting of a plank in the democratic 
platform favoring a convention for 
the writing 
of a new constitution 
for the State of Texas was adopted 
at San Antonio on August 
6, 
1922 
A joint resolution providing for a 
convention to frame a constitution 
for the State of Texas was approved 
on March 13, 1875. 
This 
resolution 
called for 90 delegates of the State 
and called them to meet in the 
citv 
of Austin the first Monday in 
Sep­ 
tember, 1875. 
The resolution provid­ 
ed that these members be chosen and 
elected by the qualified electors 
of 
each senatorial district 
should elect 
three delegates. 
Section 4 of this resolution reads 
as follows: An election shall be held 
on the first Monday in August, 1875 
for the election of 
such 
delegates, 
such election shall be governed 
and 
controlled by the laws now in force 
in regard to general elections; 
and 
at said election each voter, in voting 
for delegates, shall vote "for conven­ 
tion’’ or "against convention,” 
and 
the vote of 
each county, 
for and 
against convention, shall be certified 
to the secretary of State by the pres­ 
iding justice of such county; and if 
upon the count of the vote of the 
people of the State, it be found that 
a majority have voted for a conven­ 
tion, it shall be the duty of the gov­ 
ernor to issue his proclamation con­ 
vening the delegates elected to the 
said convention in accordance 
with 
the provisions of this 
joint 
resolu­ 
tion; provided, that if it 
be 
found 
that a majority of the voters at said 
election have voted "against a con­ 
vention,” then said convention shall 
not be convened. 
In 1919 senate 
concurrent resolu­ 
tion No. ll, entitled a senate concur­ 
rent resolution, 
Providing 
for 
the 
submission to the people, the prop­ 
osition of calling or not calling 
a 
convention to Prepare and submit to 
the people a new constitution for the 
State of Texas, and providing if such 
convention is called by vote of the 
people entitled to vote, for the elec­ 
tion of delegates, and other neces­ 
sary elections, 
prescribing 
qualifi­ 
cations of delegates, subrifllsion 
of 
such new constitution to a vote ana 
making appropriations for expenses 
of such convention and elections, was 
passed and approved March 24, 1919. 
This resolution passed the senate 
on February 12, 1919, and parsed th* 
house of representatives with amend­ 
ments on February 27, 1919, the sen­ 
ate concurred in the house 
amend­ 
ments on March 15, 1919, by a vote 
of 21 yeas and 2 noes. 
This latter resolution by the leg­ 
islature was in many aspects a du­ 
plicate of the former resolution pre­ 
sented in 1875 with many 
additions 
presenting a broader conception t of 
the interpretation of the resolution 
as first introduced. At the sam* time 
it called for 142 delegates instead of 
90. 
Under the new redistricting law 
passed by the last legislature there 
there will be 150 representatives in 
the house, and it is 
probable 
that 
resolution calling for the writing of 
a new constitution* will call for a 
like number of delegates. 
The latter resolution was presented 
to the people for a vote in 1919 at 
the general election and went down 
to defeat with several other joint res­ 
olutions submitted to the people at 
the same time. 
The resolution which is to be Pre­ 
sented to the next 
legislature 
will 
no doubt be submitted to the non 
as an independent item to be voted 
upon at a special election.

Secretary Denby at Washington Announced Fleet 
Would Go To Constantinople—Turks A re Cut­ 
ting Off British Cavalry Posts t or Open W ar­ 
fare—Fleet Departure Not Yet Announced.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept- 29.—Seretary Denby today an­ 
nounced the name of twelve destroyers ordered to proceed from 
Norfolk, Va., to Constantinople, Turkey. The departure has not 
yet been announced. The first phase of the Greek revolution 
ended with the abdication of King Constantine in favor of Crown 
Prince George. The revolution is so far bloodless and the assur­ 
gent troops are occupying the capital. A provisional revolution­ 
ary committee it is announced will assume power. It will p mi h 
the disturbers of order regardless of political party to which they 
belong. 
Turkish Nationalists have notified allied high commis­ 
sioners they will not tolerate the fortification of certain po'nts 
hi the neutral zones.

Meeting In Dallas Saturday 


(Special to the Bryan Eagle) 
DALLAS, Texas, Sept. 27.—All agricultural organizations of 
Texas will be represented at the meeting which has beta caned 
for Saturday, September 30 in this city by the Texas c number of 
Commerce to consider ways of securing 
unified 
methous 
of 
fighting the cotton boll weevil. Answers received to date trout 
the Agricultural and Mechanical College, the Texas Cotton Seed 
Crushers Association, the Texas Industrial Congress and other 
farm organizations indicate a wide spread interest is being shown 
in the forthcoming meeting and many Texas sections wnl be 
represented. 
The State Department of Agriculture has also in­ 
formed the Texas Chamber of Commerce of its intention to co­ 
operate. Texas has suffered an annual average loss of approxi­ 
mately $100,000,000 due to the ravages of this cotton pest, ac­ 
cording to careful estimates gathered by the Texas Chamber of 
Commerce from specialists who have made years of effort to­ 
ward controlling the weevil. The entire South is suffering many 
indirect as well as direct losses as a result of the boll weevil. 
Twenty years ago it was believed that the South had a natural 
monopoly upon the cotton growing industry. This was because 
the South far out produced, acre for acre, any other section of 
the world. Other sections of the cotton growing world have al­ 
ways been infested with many varieties of cotton pests, while the 
virgin fields of the South were free from such drawbacks. 
I he 
gradual introduction of the boll worm, boll weevil, leaf worm 
root rot and other cotton diseases, however, has robbed the South 
of one of its greatest natural advantages over other regions and 
Mesopotamia and other regions threaten to rival the United 
States as cotton producers.

marketed sold for 65 cents net cash, 
f. o. b. shipping point, thus realiz­ 
ing $229.45 per acre with cull*, etc., 
left over for tom * use and hog feed.

Smith said he in i Ie this large yield 
by treating his seed before bedding 
using one poun4 of corrosive tuh- 
limate in eight 
gallons 
of water, 
having 
land in perfect 
state 
rf 
preparation. 
He planted on a bed 
about as high as he could well throw 
up with a one-horse plow. He made 
the beds on a furrow containing 400 
Pounds of fertilized half cotton seed 
meal and half acid phosphate, and 
gave potatoes good, intelligent cul­ 
tivation. Mr. Smith had a neighbor 
with the same kind of soil, the same 
kind of seed, about the same son, 
of preparation 
and cultivation, but 
did not treat his seed nor use fertil­ 
izer with the result that the neigh­ 
bor made less Vian 200 bushels Per 
acre.
